Firſt ſetting out in the World. 


ANY ſcandalous Reports having 
been ſpread concerning the Parentage 
and Birth of Mr. Alderman BAR BER, which 
are undeniably refuted in the Appendix to 
theſe Memoirs; it remains only to inform 
the Public, that at a proper Age, he was put 
Apprentice to Mrs. Clark, a Printer's Wi- 
dow in Thames-Street, This Part of his Life 
being known, we ſhall, without any farther 
Apology, proceedin his Hiſtory. 


As ſome have confidently aſſerted, after 
the Expiration of his Time, that he owed 
his Riſe to Dean Swzz; yet, in fact, it is 
otherwiſe. For, although the Dean prin- 
cipally contributed to the Advancement of 
his Fortune and Credit; yet, another Au- 
thor, X equally eminent in his Time, was the 
firſt who diſtinguiſhed Mr. Barber, and placed 
him in the Road of Proſperity. And the 
Alderman himſelt, in his humble Moments, 
would not ſcruple to declare, that though he

was indebted to Dean Swift for many things, 

et, the firſt Fifty Pounds he could ever call 
his own, was derived from a Pamphlet, wrote 
by the late ingenious Doctor D' Avenant. 


Tr1s Gentleman was a celebrated Writer 
in the Reign of King WILLIAM; and in great 
Favour at Court. He had wrote ſeveral 
Treatiſes, which met with univerſal Appro- 
bation; and, in particular, one intituled The 
HisTokyY of To. DOUBLE. 


Mx.Barber was accidentallyrecommended 
to the Doctor, who conſented to put the 
Pamphlet into his Hands, at a Time when 
he was only a Journeyman, and under a Ne- 
ceſſity of borrowing Money to defray the 
Expences of the Impreſſion. However, upon 
the Publication, it had a very Ir Sale; 
and there was a Demand for ſeveral ſubſe- 
quent Editions of it, by which he cleared 
about 300 J. and raiſed himſelf above his for · 
mer dependant Condition. With this Sum 
he ſet up on his own Foundation; and by his 
Skill and Addreſs effectually ſecured all the 
Doctor's future Compoſitions, as well as a 
conſiderable Intereſt in his Friendſhip. 


By this eminent Author he was made 
known, and recommended to Dean Suiyt; 
who employed him on many Occaſions, and 
was induced to truſt many valuable Papers 

in

in his Hands, from a Confidence in his Se- 
erecy, Fidelity, and Dexterity in his Profeſ- 
ſion. This uncommon Dexterity cannot 
be better illuſtrated than by the following 
remarkable Incidents: 


Some ſhort Time after, Dr. Kix pub- 
liſhing his Britiſb Palladium, or a Welcome 
of Lord Bolingbroke from France, Dr. Swift, 
Dr. Freind, and Mr. Prior, with ſome of 
theirs and my Lord's Friends, came to pa 
a Viſit to the Doctor; and brought along with 
them the Key of the Gazetteer's Office, to- 
gether with another Key for the Uſe of the 
Paper-Office, which, at that Time, was 
made the Repoſitory or Aſylum for the Pope, 
the Pretender, and the Devil; together with 
the Effigies of Dr. Sacheverel, and ſome 
other High Prieſts, who were ſiezed in a 
grand Cavalcade, as the Mob called then 
Pelbams Mob, were marching along in 
great Triumph to burn them at Whitehall, 
or Charing-Croſs. 


Tur Day following this fr:endly Viſit, 
which was New-Year's-Day, 17 11, the Doc- 
tor took Poſſeſſion, and entered upon his 
Office; and in two or three Days after wait- 
ed upon my Lord Bo/ingbroke, then Secretary 
of State: He dined with his Lordſhip, and 
thanked him for his kind Remembrance of him, 
at a Time when he had almoſt forgot himſelf.

« Axdſince, ſays a late eminent Writer,“ 
J have in this Place, in tender Regard to 
the Memory of Dr. King, an Opportunity 
given me, I muſt complain of the Unkind- 
neſs, as well as hateful Ingratitude of Mr. 
Jobn Barber, (now Mr. Alderman Barber,) 
then City-Printer of London, who print- 
ed the Gazette at that Time, and was 
ſo cruel to the Doctor, as to oblige him to 
{it up till Three or Four o' Clock in the 
Morning of thoſe Days the Gazette was 
publiſhed, to correct the Errors of the Preſs; 
which Buſineſs was not belonging to the 
Author, but a Corrector, who is kept for 
that Purpoſe in every Printing-Houſe of an 
Conſequence ; though this Slavery was im- 
poſed on the Doctor, and was indeed the 
main Reaſon why he quiited it. And yet 
our Author had been very kind and obliging 
to Mr. Barber, in writing Examiners, and 
ſome other Papers, for him gratis; the Co- 
pres whereof were of conliderable Advan- 
tage to him as a Printer, and which the 
Public were very ſenſible of: Thoſe Wri- 
tings, at that Juncture, made him known 
to the Miniſtry; who afterwards employed 
him in the Szate-Paper, called the Gazette ; 
which was no ſmall Gain to the Printer there- 
ot, during the Time for diſcharging fo many 
thouſand Priſoners, as the Act of Parliament

for 
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for Relief of Infolvent-Debtors then diſ- 
charged; when there were ſingle Advertiſe. 
ments in ſome of thoſe Gazettes, that con- 
tained ſeven hundred Names and upwards, 
every one of which paid one Shilling to the 
Printer, at leaſt, nay, ſometimes five Shil- 
lings, and fo on to a Guinea, if the Priſoner 
was ſtreightened for Time ; this was the 
Golden Age!” 


A ſecond Inſtance of his Dexterity, was 
This: In the laſt Year's Reign of Queen Anne, 
when Lord Bolingbroke and ſome others of 
the Miniſtry had appointed Mr. Barber to 
print a Pamphlet, which was intituled, The 
Public Spirit of the Wiss, in anſwer to Sir 
Richard Steele's CRisis; and, at that time, 
was calculated to ſerve ſome other impor- 
tant Purpoſes ; there happened to be one Paſ- 
ſage in it, highly injurious to the Scots, and 
ſeverely A on their whole Nation. 
This exceptionable Part was ſoon faſtened on 
by the Nobility of that Kingdom, and reſent- 
ed as ſoon as it appeared in public. The 
Scots Peers took notice of it, in the Houſe 
of Lords, with the ſtrongeſt Marks of In- 
dignation: They complained of the Inſult, 
and inſiſted on having the Author and 
Printer puniſhed with the greateſt Severity. 
This was an unexpected Alarm-to the Mi- 


niſtry, who were under an abſolute neceſſity

of diſowning publicly, what they privately 
had committed to the Press. 


In this Dilemma, Barber was ſent for in 
all imaginable haſte, in order ro conſult 
what Method or Expedient cou:d be hit upon 
to extricate them All out ot the preſent 
Difficulty. The Miniſtry, not willing to ap- 
pear in the Affair, rather promoted ihe Pro- 
ſecution of the Printer, than they in any 
Degree ſeemed to diſcourag. it, aud there- 
fore it was agreed to by rhe Lords, that the 
Printer ſhould be brought betore them, the 
Day following. This Barber knew, and, 
with great Sagacity, ook back all the unfold 
Copies from the Pub/;/Ler's, beiore the State 
Meſſengers had made ay ſcarch tor them, 
and iu an excecdi:g ſhort ſpace of Time 
ſent them an equa Number of Pamphlets, 

which to all appcaraace were the very fame. 
But Lord Bolingbroſe had drawn up for Bar- 
ber, another Paragraph, which was inſerted 
inſtead of the obnoxious one This Altera- 
tion of a Leaf was cxccuted 10 ſpeedily ; and 
the other cancelled through he whoic Impreſ- 
ſion, with fo great Care aud Expedition, that 
when the Books were ſeized in his Cuſtody, 
and He brought to autwer before the Lords, 
the whole was ſettled and acyjuſted ro the 
Safety, as well as the Satisfaction of the 
Author, 

According 
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According to Order, Barber appeared be- 
fore the Houſe thenext Day : And being in- 
terrogated, as to his printing and publiſhing 
ſuch a Pamphlet, he poſitively denied that 
in the Edition he had printed, there was any 
ſuch Paragraph as they ordered to be read 
publicly to him: To convict him effectually, 
they called for one of thoſe very Books, 
which were taken in his Poſſeſſion and re- 
ferred to the particular Page. But, to their 
Amazement, as well as great Diſappoint- 
ment, no Traces of ſuch Reflections were to 
be found, the ſuſpected Page being filled 
rather with Compliment than Invective. 


Tuis Incident (though ſeemingly inſignifi- 
cant) gave him great Weight with Lord 
Bolingbroke, Lord Oxford, and Dr. Sit; and 
they omitted no Opportunity of doing him 
eminent Services. A very material Proof 
of Lord Bolingbroke's Favour, he experienced 
ſome time after, when He and Mr. Benjamin 
Tooke Bookſeller, at the Middle Temple- 
Gate, in Fleet-ſtreet, obtained a Reverſionary 
Grant of the Employment of King*s- Printer ; 
which was to a5 place in the Year 1738-9, 
Of this Grant Barber made a very conſider- 
able Premium, by ſurrendering it again to 
Jobn Baſkett, Eſq; the former and preſent 
Proprietor. (Mr. Tooke fold his Moiety in. 
his Lite-Time to Mr. Baſtett for 15001.) 
Yet Barber, notwithſtanding his vaſt Obliga-

tions toDean Swift, and his public Profeſſions 
of Love and Gratitude to that celebrated Wri- 
ter, in many Inſtances ſhewed a moſt 
unthankful Spirit even to the Dean his 
Patron; and his Avarice frequently ſwal- 
lowed up even the Memory of the infinite 

Debt he owed Him. 
HAvING now eſtabliſhed a Reputation, and 
made a conſiderable Sum by the conſtant Em- 
2 and Encouragement he met with; 
e added continually to his Fortune, by In- 
duſtry and Farfhmony. For, Avarice was 
his predominant Vice, although He had a 
variety of others in Conjunction with it. 
And, even in his Amours, where he was di- 
rected by his next prevailing Vice, Lewa- 
neſs, his avaricious Temper uſually chained 
up his Hand from, Extravagance, or even 
| Liberality in Love. He was often inclined 
to Marry; but the Expence of a Wife, he 
could never reflect on without Melan- 
cholly. And, the moſt effectual Way he 
rook to cure himſelf of that expenſive Ten- 
dency to Marriage, was by calculating and 
computing how much ſuch a Companion 
might annually coſt him. And, from 
this Miſerly- method of Reatoning, he choſe 
to ruin his Conſtitution, and impair his 
Health, in the lewdeſt Intrigues, which he 
could indulge, or ſhake off at Pleaſure ; 
rather than lead a Lite of Virtue, whilſt his 
Riches 
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Riches might accidentally have been ſome- 
what diminiſhed. 


Oe this ſingular way of Thinking, the fol- 
lowing authentic Story, whioh is well atteſt- 
ed, may be a very ſufficient Proof. He had 
made his Addreſſes ſucceſsfully to an Apothe- 
cary's Widow near Cheapſide, who was ſaid to 
be much ſuperior to him in Fortune: He 
had found means to obtain her Affection; 
and their Affair was ſo ſecretly conduct- 
ed, that none for a conſiderable Time ſuſ- 

ected the Intimacy or Intercourſe which 
fubliſted between them. Their Meetings 
were neither at public nor private Houſes, to 
avoid Expence as well as Suſpicion : But 
they ſpent every Evening, from Nightfall, in 
a: Hackney-Coach, driving up and down 
Saint Paul's Church-Yard, as long as they 
thought convenient to continue together. 
At laſt Mr. Barber determined to Marry 

her, and the Time was fixed, the Wedding 
Cloaths beſpoke for her, and every Thing 
ſettled. But, unhappily, ſhe came to viſit 
him one Morning, in the fullneſs of her 
Joy, and ſhewed him her Wedding Shoes 
which were very rich: He ſighed at the ex- 
travagant Air of this; his Heart failed him; 
his Love grew ſick at the Proſpect of his

happy Woman went Home, and lamented 
her Diſappointment fo violently, that in a 
ſhort Time it ended her Days. 


And now I am ſpeaking of his Amours, 
I cannot omit relating an arch Gibe which 
was made on him by Mr. Lord, one of his 
Commen-Council-Men, fo lately as during 
his Mayoralty. 


IT happened that They had Occaſion to at- 
tend him on ſome Ward-Buſineſs, one Morn- 
ing, before his Lordſhip was ſtirring; upon 
which he made haſte to get up and when 
They were admitted into his Chamber, he 
deſired their Excuſe for receiving them there, 
on Account of his many Infirmities, and parti- 
cularly complained how ſeverely he was at 
that Time afflicted with the Gout, Ab My 
Los, cries Mr. Lord, with a fly Shrug (tak- 
ing up a Pair o Women's Shoes, which he ſpied 
left under the Bed) your Lordſhip may well 
have the Gout, if you wear ſuch SHOEs as 
theſe. | 


Havins by this Time worked himſelf in- 
to very eaſy Circumitances, and into a 
conſiderable Degree of Credit with ſome 
eminent Citizens, he was ſuddenly ad- 
vanced to the greateſt Height of Fortune, 
by a very remarkable Incident. 


When 
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WHEN the celebrated Project of the South- 
Sea took its Riſe, there were few to be ad- 
mitted into the beneficial Part of that 
Scheme. But, it happened, that Peter Gib- 
bons, Eſq. of Putney, a Gentleman of great Un- 
derſtandiag and Diſcernment, had an inti- 
mate Knowledge of the whole Project: And, 
out of ſingular Friendſhip to Mr. Barber, 
influenced him to be an Adventurer. Barber, 
who was of a very enterprizing Spirit, had 
ſome Struggle between his Avarice to pre- 
ſerve what * had, and his Ambition to have 
more. He dreaded the Loſs of his Money, 
by ſome ſecret Bubble in the Affair; but, 
the vaſt Proſpect of Increaſe at laſt deter- 
mined him to concurr with Mr. G:bbons's 
Propoſal. 


In a ſhort Time, he found himſelf worth 
an incredible Sum, by the riſing of the 
Stock. And, when the Heads of Multi- 
tudes were intoxicated with Succeſs, which 
made them negligent to ſecure what For- 
tune had thrown 1n their Way, Barber fat 
down ſeriouſly to contrive a Method, to a- 
void thoſe Misfortunes, which, not long af- 


ter, happened to vaſt Numbers of all Ranks 


and Stations.

Tre firſt prudential Step he took, was to 
bargain for an Eſtate, at Eaſt-Shene *; for 
which (it is faid) he paid at the Rate of 
forty Years Purchaſe: But, his Payment 
was in South-Sea-Stock. Next, he bought 
a very handſome Houſe in Que x Nn's-Square 
near 1 extreamly well furniſhed, 
and gave ſuch a Rate for it, as would have 
ſeemed extravagant, if it had not been 
purchaſed at ſuch a Time. And, having 
thus provided himſelf a Country-Houſe and 
a C:ty-Houſe, he fold out, till he got (ac- 
cording to common Computation) Twenty- 
Thouſand Pounds, which he laid by, as a 
Reſerve, in Caſe of Accidents. And, with 
the Remainder of his Stock he trafficked in 
that extraordinary-Project, till all was Loft, 
except what he had cautiouſly ſecured be- 
fore. So that when the whole Nation felt 
the utmoſt Diſtreſs, and the Cries of Thou- 
ſands, ruined by their adventurous Folly, were 
heard in every Corner of the Kingdom, he 


Not the Seat of Sir Milliam Temple, but of a pri- 
vate Gentleman of whom the Alderman bought it. It 
is in the Pariſh of Mortlack: Whereas Sli E NE the Seat of Sir 
William Temple ſtands near Rich Mor p, upon the very

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was one of the few who triumphed by 
the Deſtruction of Multitudes. 


THvs was he raiſed beyond the utmoſt of 
his Hope; and ſoon after elected Common- 
Council-Man, and then Alderman of Caftle- 
Baynard-Ward. His great Wealth procured 
him Abundance of Flatterers; of which 
Claſs of People he was ever after moſt ex- 
ceſſively fond: Nay, ſo abundant was his 
Vanity, that when he could get none in Com- 
pany to flatter him, He turned his own Sy- 
cophant, and flattered Himſelf! Inſomuch, 
that it became a Doubt among his Intimates, 
which Vice was moſt predominant in him, 
his Avarice, or his Vanity. 


He had not been long poſſeſſed of his New- 
Honour, when an impaired and ſhattered 
Conſtitution obliged him to prepare for a 
Tour to Taly. He was very Aſthmatic, 
and his Phylicians adviſed him to go to Sul- 
phatara, tor the healing of his Lungs, as the 
only probable means of reſtoring him to his 
Health. He willingly concurred with 
this Propoſal, not only out of a regard to 
his Conſtitution; but to ſee ſo celebrated a 
Part of the World. For, as his Converſa- 
tion for many Years lay principally among 
Poets, and other Authors, his Head had re- 
ceived a very Romantic turn: And having 
heard, that VI RGIL and Horace were born 
in Italy, he was eager to ſee the Places, 

where 
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where thoſe eminent Perſons had been fo ad- 
mired and careſſed. 


THz moſt material Obſervation he made 
in his Travels, through that agreeable Part 
of the World, was only this: That, as he 
had heard fo much talk of VIX GII's Paſfto- 
rals, which he had read in DrYDEN's 
Tranſlation, he expected to ſee the whole 
Country inhabited by none but Polite 
Shepherds and Shepherdeſſes, making Gar- 
lands tor each other, contriving innocent Ru- 
ral. Entertainments, Singing and Piping un- 
der every Shrub, while their Fachs were 
wantonly ſporting around them. And 1n 
ſhort he flattered himſelf that he ſhould be a 
SpeQator of all thoſe beautiful Scenes, which 
perhaps only exiſted in the Imaginations of 
thoſe inimitable Aurhors, by whom they 
were painted ſo lively, and ſo natural. And 
he uſed to confeſs, that when he met with a 
Diſappointment 1n this Article, all the real 
Charms of Italy were loſt to him.

The Alderman's Arrival at 
ROME, his Interview with 
the CHEVALIER, Sc. 


O return now to ourAlderman—When 
he Arrived at Rome, and had ſuffici- 
ently viewed the Buildings and other Curio- 
ſities of that vaſt City; his Principles, or his 
Vanity prompted him to deſire an Interview 
with the CHEVALIER. But as that Prince 
228 acts with gone Caution, he was 

or ſome time in ſuſpence of admitting his 
Viſit, Till at laſt ra informed, by his 
Agents, of the Alderman's true Principles, he 
conſented to receive him, and the Manner 
of his Introduction was Thus, vis. 


ABOUT 
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Azour Twelve o' Clock at Night, two 
Perſons came to him where he waited, at 
the Garden- door of the CHE VALIER's Palace, 
and having conducted himthrough ſeveral ob- 
ſcure Paſſages, brought him to the Royal- 
Apartment, where that PRINCE, attended but 
by one Gentleman, waited his Coming. He 
was received with great Civility, and had 
many Queſtions asked him concerning his 
Friends, the Facob:tes in England. The Al- 
derman gave the beſt Account he could ; and 
after a Conference of about halt an Hour, he 
retired, as happy in his own Opinion, as if he 
had gained a new Addition to his Fortune. 
But, inſtead of that, he was in reality a Sut- 
terer by this Viſit; for he not only made a 
conſiderable Preſent on that Occaſion,* but 
he engaged himſelf to pay an Annuity durin 
Life; which he remitted with the greate 
Regret every Year after. But he was pre- 
ſented with a RING off the Chevaler's 
Finger.

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HERE opens a Scene of the blackeſt In- 
gratitude to his beſt Friend Mrs. Manley, 
through whoſe Intereſt all thoſe Perſons who 
contributed to make his Fortune were ow- 
ing; beſides the large Sums he acquired 
from her Writings : The ArALAN Ts, her 
Novers, Play of Lucius, with many Po- 
litical Pamphlets. When he heard that his 


_ Correſpondence with the Chevalier was 


known, he was very cautious in what man- 
ner to get fate Home. His ſole Confidence 
for this Purpoſe, was placed in One of his 
Adorable modern SHinſters; an ignorant and 
inſolent Country-Wench, of as mean an 
Extraction as his own. This Creature he 
hired in the Country, and brought her up to 
Town to attend Mrs. Manley in the loweſt 
Degree of Servitude, a common Houſe- 
Maid, at the Wages of four Pounds a Year. 
His Behaviour to this Dulcinea ſoon broke 
Mrs. Manley's Heart, who Died before he 
came out of Ttaly. In his Return he ſaid 
ſome time at Calais, to which Place his Con- 


fidante was ſent for by Him; and where 


ſhe appeared in the Grandeur of the Wife of 
an Alderman of London. She had concerted 
the Scheme of bringing him over in a ſmall 
Fiſhing-Veſſel, with a French-Footman he 
had hired there, and they Landed, as the 
thought, very ſafely and ſecretly, at Battle in 
Suſſex; but to their great Surpriſe Mr. 
Crew one of the King's Meſſengers lay ready 
at. 
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at that Place, and took the Alderman into 
Cuſtody at the very inſtant of his Landing, 
but uſed him with great Humanity, and 
brought him fate to my Lord Townſhend. 


Hx had now no Proſpect of eſcaping Pu- 
niſhment, but by the Lenity and Mercy 
of the Government. His fortuitous Wealth 
was now in danger of being forfeited; and 
his Lite lay ar the Diſpoſal of the Law. 
But, by the unexampled Goodneſs of his 
late Majeſty, and the Good-nature and Com- 
paſſion of Sir Robert Walpole, his Offences 
icaped unpuniſhed ; and how gratefully he 
returned the Favour, 1s too public to need 
farther Explanation: for he verified the 
Proverb, Save a Thief, &c. I cannot for- 
bear mentioning one Inſtance of his extreme 
| Avarice, as it may ſerve to give a more 
juſt Idea of his Temper and Character. 


WHILE he was obliged to Abſcond, and 
his Lite depended on his being diſcovered, he 
took a Hackney-Coach, to go privately and 
conſult ſome Friends about his Affairs. 
When he returned, he gave the Coachman 
only a Shilling, although his Fare was 
Eighteen-Pence. It was to no Purpoſe for 
the poor Fellow to expoſtulate, for he poſi- 
tively perſiſted to deny giving him his Due. 
At laſt. the Coachman, provoked by his he- 
ing defrauded of his juſt Demand, told him 


he 
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he knew him ; and knew he could Hang him; 
and Swore he would go and make a Diſco- 
very, if he refuſed him Payment any longer. 
But the Alderman, deaf to all his Menaces, 
choſe rather to risk the Loſs of all he had, 
and to put his Life into the Power of fo 
reſolute a Fellow, than not to ſave one ſingle 
Sixpence, even where it was legally De- 
mandable. | 


AGREEABLE to thiswas hisDomeſtic-Ava- 
rice; for his French-Footman ſoon made a 
merry Obſervation, that Lady Barber at 
Calais, in Brocade, wore the plain Stu- Gown 
in England; or, the Miſtreſs Abroad, was 
the Maid at Home. 


WHEN he was appointed Lord-Mayor of 
London, he was prevailed on, by Dean 
Swift, to accept of a Chaplain from J1reland, 
the Reverend Mr. Pilkington, a Young Gen- 
tleman for whom the Dean had conceived 
a great Affection and Eſteem. The Inti- 
macy between them began by the Dean's 
admiring ſome Pamphlets wrote by that 
Gentleman: One was called, The Pot T's 
D1axy, Occaſioned by Lord Carteret's hav- 
ing given him Fifty Guineas for an Opx on 
his MajzesTY's B:rth-Day ; and the Other 
was called, An INFALLIBLE SCHEME ' 70 
pay the Debt of Ireland, by a Tax upon VICE.

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and it gave the Dean a Curioſity to be ac- 
quainted with the Author. He ſoon grew 
to be very fond of him, and recommended 
him to the Alderman, in the following Let- 
ter, which is an Authentic Copy from the 
Dean's Original.

THr1s Letter was ſent to Mrs. Barber, the 
Poeteſs, and Dr. Delany, who were then in 
London, to be delivered by them to the Al- 
derman. But they never delivered it, out 
of a Deſire, as was ſuppoſed, to prevent the 
Dean's Recommendation from ſucceeding. 
And the Dean was under a Neceſſity of 
Writing a Second Letter, to the ſame Pur- 
p0ſ", to obtain the Alderman's Grant of the 
Place to Mr. Prlkington. 


Tus Gentleman, though Born in Ireland, 
is of an ancient Engliſb-family, and had great 
Reſpett paid himby the whole Court of Alder- 
men, during his Reſidence among them, parti- 
cularly. on Account of one of his Anceſtors, 
Sir Thomas Pilkington, THREE Times Lord

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Mayor of London, in the Reign of King 


WILLIAu, and a ſtedfaſt Friend to the Re- 
volution. 


Tux Alderman, during his Mayoralty, af- 
fected to be very Popular, and to that end 


embraced every Opportunity of gaining the 
Applauſe of the Public. 


Hap this Thir for Honour been excited 
by a virtuous Principle, it had made his 
Memory beloved by his Fellow-Citizens. 
But, when they ſaw through the thin Diſ- 
guiſe, which could not conceal his Real 
Degus, even from thoſe of the leaſt Di/- 


cernment, then, he as remarkably Surk in 
their Efteem. 


Tr1s Temper of his was ſtrongly exem- 
plified in the Conduct and Execution of the 
tamous Excise AFFAIR; which roſe trum 
the molt inconſiderable beginnings, to ſeem of 
the utmoſt Conſequence to the Nation. And 
as the Part which the Alderman then played, 
is, for the moſt Part, a Secret to the Public, 
I ſhall relate it as Impartially as I can.

OF THE 


EACISE-BILI. 


HE firſt Clamour againſt the Exciſe 
Scheme was raiſed by ſome wealthy 
To 


acconiſts in London; who fearing their own 
private Intereſts might ſuffer, took all ima- 
ginable pains to make it the Concern of the 
Public. But the moſt active Perſon in that 
Affair, was Mr. Boſworth, * who ſpared no 
Expence, Induſtry, or Intereſt, to diſconcert 
that Scheme, and to oppoſe the Intentions of 
the Miniſtry. 


To ſecure the Lord-Mayor in the Oppo/e- 
tion, he was Viſited, Careſſed, and a- 
bundantly flattered by the Anti-Courtiers, 
of the Nobility and Commoners. Amongſt 
whom were Lord Lztchfield, Sir William 
Wyndham, Mr. Pulteney, &c. And this 
Viſit had the intended Effect, for, it ſoothed 
his Vanity ſo highly, that he was, from 
thenceforward, more firmly Attached to them 
than ever.

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Bur in the midſt of all his Honours, he 
was grieved and mortified, to find Mr. Boſ- 
worth likely to acquire the whole Glory of 
the Oppoſition among the Citizens. And 
he grew peeviſh and melancholly, as often 
as he heard him mentioned with Advantage. 
But, at laſt he hit upon a Project, which, 
although it beno great Proof cf his Honour, 
Integrity, or Sincerity ; yet, for a while 
it anſwered his Deſires, and procured the 
Appearance of that Popularity, for which 
his Soul ſeemed ſo long to Languiſh. 


TRE Citizens, alarmed by Mr. Boſworth, 
grew impatient to have a Common. Council 
called; but ſome Difſhculties were ſtill 


thrown in the way, till Matters were rips 
for Execution. 


During this Interval, The Lord-Mayor 
expreſſed an uncommon Friendſhip for Mr. 
Bofworth, and a diſtinguiſhed Zeal for the 
Good of his Fellow-Citizens. And, in 
ſhort, his Eagerneſs in this Cauſe, and his 
warm Expreſſions of Friendſhip prevailed fo 
far with Mr. Boſworth, as to make him un- 
boſom himſelf intirely to Him, and acquaint 
him with every Step he had taken. This was 
all the Lord Mayor wanted ; for then he im- 
mediately Concerted his Scheme, to aſſume 
the Honour of the Oppoſition ſolely to himſelt, 


and

and diſappoint the Secret Deſire of Populari- 
ty,which he thought might eaſily be n 


in his Friend. 


Tur firſt Step he took, was to perſuade 
Mr. Boſworth to ſhew him the Copy of the 
Bill, which was procured by ſome unknown- 
Methcds, AT, or, BEFORE, the ſecond-Reading 
of the Bil in the Houſe of Commons. Mr. 
Bofworth,who had no Suſpicion of the Fraud, 
readily complied, and told the Lord-Mayor, 
that his Intention was to introduce it into 
the Common-Council with a ſet Speech. Be- 
cauſe, he knew it would be a moſt agree- 
able Surpriſe to the whole Afembly, to have 
it laid betore them, and canvaſſed Critical- 
ly. The Lord. Mayor ſeemed tranſported 
with the Thought. Burt, . (Jays be) © My 
dear Friend let me offer one Thing as an Im- 
frovement of your Deſign, which is this, do 
' you give me the Bill; and I will juſt open the 
CouNCIL by letting them know, that ſuch a 
Bill is to be laid before them, and I will refer 
them to you, for the farther Explanation of 
the dangerous Tendency of it. And, to 
make the Bill appear of more Importance, I 
myſelf will preſent it to them, and then you 
may expatiate at Pleaſure”, | 


Mr.BoswoRTH, not ſuſpeCting the fraudu- 
leat Intention of his Friend the Lord-Mayer, 
concurred 
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concurred very readily; and could not be per- 
ſuaded into the moſt diſtant Apprehenſion 
of the Cheat, that was to be put upon him, 
under the Diſguiſe of Friend(hip and Inte- 


grity. | 


Tax Mayor, thus far ſucceſsful, retired to 
SHENE for Two or Three Days; and there, 
with the Aſſiſtance of ſome Friends of Ge- 
nius, compoſed that Speech, which was after- 
wards fo Public and Popular. He took great 
Pains to get it perfect, and to ſpeak it Em- 
phatically ; and when he was duly prepared, 
the Common-Council was called with all Ex- 

ition, and he appeared extravagantly ea- 
ger to AF his Part in the Farce.“ 


Tris Artful-Proceeding ſo confounded Mr. 
Boſworth, that when the Mayor referred to 
him for a farther Detection of the danger- 
. ous Tendency of the Bill, He only anſwer- 
ed, that the Mayor had left him nothing to ſay. 


Now was his darling Paſſion vainly gra- 
tified to the Full, for, his Speech was printed, 
and every Day he was ſo happy, as to ſee 
himſelf in the Papers, and ſometimes Com- 
plimented! He Tampered with his Chap- 
lain, and offered him a conſiderable Gratu- 
ity, if he would but Publiſh ſomewhat in

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his Praiſe. But, that Gentleman, who ab- 

horred his Principles, and deſpiſed him for 
his Follies and Vices, never would proſtitute 
himſelt ſo far as even to pay him a Verbal 
Compliment on that Oeralen 


HowEveR, being here diſappointed, his 
next Thought was to get his Picture painted, 
in Order to have a Print to perpetuate his 
Honour. His Picture was painted extremely 
Like, and of Conſequence extreamly Ugly. 
This Un-fattering-Repreſentation mortified 
him; but he hoped to look Handſomer in 
the PRINT: And he who was ſo exceſſively 
Penvurious in all other Reſpects, had yet the 
vain Prodigality to give Thirty Guineas to 
an eminent Engraver,* for a Print of him- 
ſelf, to ſpread his Atchievements to the re- 
moteſt Part of Great-Britain. But, alas! 
here was a new Diſtreſs ; for unfortunately, 
the Engraver made him not one bit Hand. 
ſomer than the Painter, ſ and thoſe who ſaw 
it, and commended it as a ftrong-Likeneſs, 
diſobliged him effectually; becauſe it ap- 


eared even to himſeſ, a Diſagrecable and 
n-deſirable Object. 


Mr. Gerhard FVander-Gucht in Bloomſbury. 

+ Mr. Dandridage in Great-Ducen-ftreet, near Lin- 
coln' s-Inn- Fields, an excellent Portrait- Painter. But this 
Czentleman declared that he never was more foiled in his 
Liſe, to make his Pencil ftrike out any Thing that looked 
like a Human- Phiſiagnamyr, the Original had fo nearly the 
Refemblance of an Old-Babon. 


. FoR 
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Fo a while, he became extreamly Popu- 
lar; but the Trick he had played his Friend 
beginning to be whiſpered Abroad, He ſunk 
into his Original Contempt. After this there 
was but little Correſpondence, and not a 
very good Underinading between Him and 
Mr. Befworth ; which is well known to many 
ot the moſt leading Citizens. Yet ſtill his 
Vanity taught him to imagine that he had a 
prodigious Weight with the Livery-Men of 
London, on Account of his paſt Conduct; and 
induced him to ſtand Candidate to be one of 
the Repreſentatives for the City. But, he 
found ſo conſiderable a Majority againſt him, 
that his Hopes ſoon vaniſhed into Air. 


THe latter Part of his Life was uo ay re- 
markable. His Female Intimates were the 
ſame, who had ingroſſed him ever ſince the 
Death of the Ingenious Mrs. Manley; the 
Principal of which, were one of his Servants, 
and Miſs D***#***+, both of whom had ſuf- 
ficiently and equally ſuffered in their Repu- 
tation by him, although they did not equal- 
ly ſhare the Fortune he Died poſſeſſed of. 
For the firſt Bullied him out of the Bulk of 
his whole Eſtate, and to the other he only 
left 1000/. Legacy. But, as I have ob- 
ſerved, he Acted a moſt Ungenerous as well 
as a moſt ungrateful Part to the Siſter of 
his beſt Benefactreſs Mrs. Manley: For though 
he derived a great Part of his Wealth aj 
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the Writings, and Intereſt, of that celebrated 
Genius; yet, he never conſidered the Debt 
he owed Her: Nor has he remembered 
Thoſe in his WILL, who had the e and 
honefteſt Claim to his Subſtance. 


I sHALL conclude all, with his true 
CHARACTER But, T muſt acquaint 
ou, in as ſhort a Manner as poſlible, 
ow the following Character came to be 
Written, and by what Incident it was made 


known to HiMsELF, and to the WoRLD. 


Dean Sw1FT had, it ſeems, given a poſitive 
Command to the Young Gentleman he re- 
commended to the Alderman for his Chap- 
lain, to write him an Impartial Character of 
the Loxp-Mayor; and charged him upon 
his Friendſhip to ſpeak his direct Sentiments. 
This Reverend Gentleman promiſed the 
Dean he would; and Punctually obeyed. 
After Nine or Ten Months Obſervation, He 
drew it up, and ſent it over to the Dean, 
who was highly delighted with it; and 
declared it to be as exact a Picture of the 
Man, as could be drawn. As he read it to 
feveral of his Friends, He one Day, out of 
Mirth, read it to Dr. Delany and Mrs. Bar- 
ber, who alſo ſeemed Tranſported with the 
Fuſineſs of the Character. But, though ſhe 
expreſſed ſo great a Pleaſure in Hearing it, 
that Feint was only to induce the Dean to let 


her 
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her read it over Carefully, her/ef}, in a more 
deliberate Manner. 


SHE ask. J, and the Dean complied ; and 
ſhe took care to impreſs it in her Memory, 
as ſtrongly as ſhe could. And the Moment 
ſhe left the Dean, {ſhe wrote as much of it 
as ſhe could remember, to Mrs. Drelincourt, 
an Old Gentlewoman, who was a great In- 
timate of the Loxp-Marork's, and deſired 
her not only to Read it to him, but to Let 
him know the Author. Such was the Sincerity 
of that Female ] U DAS. 


Tux Old Gentlewoman was punQual to 
her Orders; and hurried away with her In- 
telligence, as faſt as her Years and Infirmi- 
ties would permit, and Un-burthened herſelf 
of the Secret. (Why Mrs. Barber Acted 
this ungenerous Part, may poſſibly ap- 
pear hereafter more at large; together with 
the Particulars of the Letter ſhe wrote to 
the late QUEEN in Dean Suift's Name, ex- 
tolling and recommending herſelf in the 
Higheſt Strain of Compliment, as alſo the 
Dean's extreme Reſentment of it.) But, as 
to the Loxp-MAayoRr, when he heard it, he 
very calmly talked with the Gentleman who 
wrote the Character, telling him what he 
had heard, and through what Channels it 
came. The other candidly acknowledged 
the Fact, yet at the ſame Time could not 

D 3 but 
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but ſeem amazed at the Treachery made 
uſe of, to Publiſh what was only intended 
for the e e of the Dean. 
And, inſtead of making any Efforts to con- 
ceal it, he immediately ſhewed the Origi- 
nal, of which what the Alderman had heard, 
was only a very Inperfect. Copy. 


Trz Mavox himſelf confeſſed, that all 
that was ſaid therein was True; he owned 
himſelf ſorry, not to be able to contradict 
it; and asked Pardon of the Author, if he 
had ever given him Offence, (as he was con- 
ſcious he had) and begged, that for the fu- 


ture they * live Amicably. And here 
the Uneaſineſs ended.

Like 
the LoRD, in the Tale of 4 Tub, He is at 
all Times ſo ready to Give his WoRD, that 
he never can KEEP it. If ever he Repents, it 
is only for Accidental or Extorted Liberalities. 


WHILE an Agent for the PRETENDER, 
he Publicly Abjured him; and Swore Alle- 
glance to King GEORGE, while he coveted 
1 to Dethrone Him: Perjured to BorRH; 
\Þ Faithful to NzITHER. 


Hx is unmindful of all Favours, as ſoon 


as they are paſt; and has no Ear for any-

hath a Complication of Vices, Follies, and III. 


Qualities, without one Virtue to weigh in 
the oppoſite Scale. 


Anp being both of the meaneſt Education, 
and the meaneſt Appearance, imagines elf 
ell 
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ſelf capable of inſpiring the weft with 
Envy, and the faireſt, with Love. 


CoNsoN AN r to this Character was the 
laſt Action of his Life. For, in His WIL. 
he has inſerted ſome few Flatterers; but o- 
mitted many Friends. By ſuch an egregious 
AZ of Fol has he left the World, that 
it is ſaid, the Woman whoſe Inſolence brought 
him under the chief Infirmities of which he 
Died, had the greateſt Share of his Eſteem : 
And if he departed in the Communion of an 
Religion, it is ſtrongly ſuppoſed to be That of 
the Church of Rome, whoſe Principles were 
rivetted in his HEART.

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In the Year 1719, upon the Publication of 
Dr. WoopwaRD's State of Phyjic, a great 
Diſpute aroſe between Him, Dr. Me Ap, Dr. 
FxEinD, Dr. Cape, &c. inſomuch that it ter- 
minated ina great Quarrel. At this Juncture it 
was given out that Mr. Chriſtopher Bullock 
(who at that Time had farmed the Theatre 
in Lincoln's-Inn- Fields of Mr. Rich) was 
upon bringing on a Farce, called, The 
TRIUMVIRATE:; Or the Battle of Phys1C1- 
ANs. Which, when ready to be Performed, 
was, by the Intereſt of two of the above- 
mentioned Gentlemen, forbid by the Duke 
of Newcaſtle (then Lord Chamberlain) to be 
Acted. Upon this, it was reſolved to Print 
it; and the Publication of it being Adver- 
tiſed, Alderman Barber was employed by 
Dr. Freind to get it Suppreſſed. This, by 
the ſole Intereft of Mr. Rich's Prompter 
with the Perſon who had purchaſed the Copy 
of Mr. Bullock, was accompliſhed, and the 
Manuſcript Burnt, upon Barber's paying 
gol; hut a Reſerve was made by the Promp- 
ter, that (in Conſideration of the Eaſy- 
Terms, on which the Suppreſſion was grant- 
ed) when Mr. Barber was asked a Favour 
in Return, he ſhould be as ready to oblige. 
The enſuing Winter, Mr. Bullock propoſed 
a Subſcription for the Support of his Theatre, 
and Barber was attended by Him, in Order 
ro engage his Intereſt in the Affair. It is 
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true, he received him in a Friendly manner, 
and told him He had the Honour of being well 
acquainted with ſeveral Perſons of Diſtincti- 
on, and that he would do his utmoſt to engage 
them in his Favour. He was afterwards called 
upon (by the Prompter) but nothing was 
done for Mr.Bullock. 


SHORTLY after, the Prompter, as Mr. Bul- 
ioc had been diſappointed, requeſted a very 
{mall Favour of the Alderman for Himſelf, 
which was only to take a few Tickets for a 
Benefit-Play ; upon which, he took a Couple 
of Box, and fix Pit Tickets, and after the 
Play was over, returned them all again. 


Tuus, according to theArtful Practices of 
his whole Life, which were always gloſſed 


over with fair Words, falſe Smiles, and the 


moſt ſolemn Promiſes, (that he never in 
the leaſt regarded) was his Behaviour on 


this Occaſion. But, this moſt important Ser- 


vice, as he calkd it, was by him repreſented 
to Dr. Freind in a very large Magnifying- 
Glaſs, viz. That he had been obliged to ſe- 
veral Friends among the Bookſellers for their 
Aſſiſtance in accommodating this Affair, and 
been at great Expence in Treating them at 
Taverns, and was greatly hindered in his 
own Buſineſs. In ſhort, he got a Purſe of 


200 Guineas out of the TRIUMVIRAT r, 
drew off Dr. Freind from his own Bookſel-

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ler, Mr. Bowyer in Ludgate-Street, (who 
Printed his Account of the Earl of PETER

cal Lectures, &c. (And beſides the Sum a- 
bovementioned, Dr. Freind gave Barber tlie 
Copy of his HisToxy of PHYs1:c, which 
made Two Volumes 8vo.) 


Ts laſt Favour, as well as all former 

ones, conferred upon the Alderman by Dr. 
Freind, was wholly owing to Mrs. Manley ; 
yet ſuch was the Inſolence of his Behaviour 
to Her, that ſhe juſtly gave him the Name 
of Tyrant, and in a few Years he might be 
ſaid to aſſume the Brute in forſaking the Po- 
lite-Miſtreſs, to take up with the ignorant 
ſerving Wench. And here let the World judge 
how unworthy Barber was of ſuch a Friend.

Tuk Widow Markendale, Siſter of Mrs: 
Manley, who lingered on a moſt irkſome 
Life of about ſeven Years, under the inſo- 
lent Treatment of Barber and his Spin- 
ſters, was at laſt releaſed by Death, and 
Buried near the Remains ot her Siſter. 


As Mrs. Manley's Hiſtory of her own Lite 
was Printed under the Title of The Adven- 
tures of RIVELLA in the Year 1714, the 
Public are only to be informed, that beſides 
the Pieces {ſhe therein recites (vig. Her 
ATALANTIS in 4 Volumes. The Royal Mij- 
chief a Tragedy. And The Loft Lover: or, 
The Jealous Huſband, a Comedy) She pub- 
liſhed a third Play, intituled, Lucius, The 
firſt Chriſtian King of Britain.

nowned City. A City ! whoſe Commerce is ſo 
extenſive, and whoſe Reputation by Trade jo 
univerſal, that it is equally the Admiration

The Lord Mayor, in the Chair, made a 
handſome Reply ; and the next Buſineſs of the 
Court, was to requeſt their following Repre- 

ſentatives, viz. Sir John Eyles, Mr. Alderman 
Parſons, Sir John Barnard, and Mr. Alder- 


man Perry, to lay before the Parliament, as 
follows :

F 2. That the Extenſion of ſuch Laws muſt 
neceſſarily increaſe the Number and Power 
of Officers, which will be inconſiſtent with 
A 2 thoſe 
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thoſe Principles of Liberty, on which our 
happy Conſtitution is founded; and will 
farther deprive the Subjects of England of 
ſome of thoſe valuable Privileges, which 
have hitherto diſtinguiſhed them from the 
neighbouring Nations. 

Wherefore, the Court moſt earneſtly re- 
commended it to their Repreſentatives, to 
uſe their utmoſt Diligence in oppoſing a 
Scheme of this Nature, ſhould any ſuch be of- 
fered in Parliament, in any Shape, or how- 
ever limited in its firſt Appearance; being 
fully convinced, that an Inland Duty on Goods 
now rated at the Cu/tom-Houſe, cannot be 
effectually collected even with an Extenſion 
of the Powers, or the ſevereſt Exerciſe of 
all the Rigours of the preſent Laws of Ex- 
ciſe.

ſter Hall, to preſent their Petition to the 


Houle of Commons, and to uſe their utmoſt 
Endeavours to prevent any Extenſion of the 


_ Exciſe Laws, under what Shape ſoever. The 


Number of Coaches on this extraordinary 
Occaſion, was upwards of 200, beſides a nu- 


merous Body of People, more than ever was 
known. | 


About a Week afterwards, the Court of 
Common-Council returned Thanks to the 
Repreſentatives of the City, for {trenuouſly 
oppoling any Extenſion of Exciſe-Laws, ac- 
cording to their Repreſentation. They alſa 
returned Thanks to the Lord Mayor, for 
calling them togerher, and laying a Copy of 
the Tobacco-Bill before them, and likewiſe 
to Sir Francis Child, Sir Jobn Williams, and 
Sir George Caſwell (Members of the faid 
Court, having Seats in Parliament) for their 
ſteady Oppolition of the ſaid Bill.

„ they will, all licentious Rabbles, and 
e their mobbiſh Proceedings, ought to be 
« diſcountenanced, not only by the Magi- 
&« ſtrates, but by all who with to preſerve 
de the Government, the Laws and our ex- 
« cellent Conſtitution. Every Man, who 
« thinks ſeriouſly, muſt be ſenſible of the ill 
* Conſequences that are likely to proceed

preventing Miſchiefs, than be under the 
Neceſſity of puniſhing the Authors of 
& them; I hope it will have the Effect, 
that we ſhall hear no more of ſuch Diſ- 
« orders for the future. I thought it my 
* Duty to ſay thus much, and I could not 
«« fay leis upon ſuch an Occaſion.

« THe City of London has had the Mis- 
fortune of falling under the Diſpleaſure
